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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-3, 5-9, 1 1 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Altmana 4,877,281 in view of Gredy 2001/0036782 . 

Regarding claim 1, Altmana '281 discloses a removable container for positioning in the 
interior of a vehicle, which comprises a web-like member, which forms an enclosure and a 
closable opening in the web-like member. 

However, Altmana '281 does not teach at least two suction cups which can be movabiy 
secured to appropriate locations in the interior of the vehicle and secure the web-like member in 
an erect position to the interior of the vehicle. 

Gredy *782 teaches at least two suction cups which can be movabiy secured to 

Regarding claim 1, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to make the removable container of Altmana *218 with suction 
cups, as taught by Gredy '782, in order to secure the removable container to the interior of the 
vehicle.

Regarding claim 2, Altmana *281, as modified, discloses the removable container 
wherein the web-like member comprises a top panel, a pair of side panels, a bottom panel, a front 
panel and a rear panel. 

Regarding claim 3, Altmana '281, as modified, discloses a removable container wherein 
the web-like member is formed of flexible fabric. 

Regarding claim 5, Altmana '281, as modified, discloses wherein the web-like member is 
secured to the suction cups by cords. 

Regarding claim 6, Altmana '281, as modified, discloses wherein the cords are elastic. 

Regarding claim 7, Altmana '281, as modified, discloses the elastic cords are secured to 
the web-like member by detachable fastening means. 

Regarding claim 8, Altmana '281, as modified, discloses wherein elastic cords are 
secured to grommets in web-like member. 

Regarding claim 9, Altmana '281, as modified, discloses a removable container wherein 
the rear panel extends from the bottom panel of the container and can be moved to close the 
interior of the container. 

Regarding claim 1 1, Altmana '281, as modified, discloses a removable container wherein 
the web-like member is formed in a general cubiod shape, and the horizontal adjacent edges of 
the pair of side panels and the top and bottom panels overlap to form horizontal overlapping 
strips. 

Regarding claim 12, Altmana '281, as modified, discloses a removable container wherein 
grommets are located in the overlapping strips. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 13-20 are allowed. 

2. Claim 10 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The recitations of the specific features of the removable container for positioning in the 

interior of a vehicle in claim 13 including especially the construction of the two suction cups can 
be removably secured to appropriate locations in the interior of the vehicle without damaging the 
interior and secure the web-like member in an erect position to the interiors of the two windows 
of the vehicle is not taught nor is fairly suggested by the prior art of record, 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

The cited references show several other removable containers similar to that of the 
current invention.
